we are four months in arrears with our nominal inoone * 
It ‘is literally true that 1 )»ve never needed your 
hlep more urgently than at the time* 1 fyou oould 
send #1260 this year as you did last year, it would 
lifst a heavy burden from ray shoulders* I know of 
your keen interest in the promotion of peace and I am 
confident that you will help to the limit of your 
ability*

Speakers Again to Come 
Before Women Voters 


The action of Houston school au¬ 
thorities in denying the use of 
school facilities to Dr. Robert Morss 
Lovett and James W. Workman, re¬ 
cent speakers in Houston for the 
emergency peace campaign, again 
will come up for discussion at a 
meeting of the board of the League 
of Women Voters at noon Friday. 

Letters from Chairman Ed Shep¬ 
herd of the Houston school board, 
and Judge Norman Atkinson, board 
member, in response to a resolution 
voted by league members asking 
clarification of influences that 
caused against the speakers, will be 
read. 

Chairman Shepherd's letter stated 
no board action has been taken on 
the matter, stressed the board poli¬ 
cy for safeguarding the best inter¬ 
ests of school children, and ex¬ 
pressed regret the recent action was 
"displeasing" to the women’s or¬ 
ganization. Judge Atkinson wrote 
that because of illnes for the 1 past 


several weeks, he has had no part 
in consideration of school affairs. 
The letters were addressed to Mrs. 
Harris Masterson, president of the 
League of Women Voters. 

Copies of the resolution were sent 
10 each of the seven school board 
members, but other replies have 
been received, league heads said 
Thursday. The resolution asked 
school board members to stale "In 
unmistakable language" what per¬ 
sons, organizations or publications 
offered objections to the appearance 
of Uie speakers and the names ad¬ 
dresses and professions and occupa¬ 
tions of such persons, or ictehllty of 
such organizations.

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SUGGESTIONS FOP COF7K7AMT SEHTICES 
ku_v ember 9. 1956 - (Sunday Preceding Armistic e) 

After nine months of careful preps.rs.tion, on Sunday afternoon, ITovember 8th., in every 
community wherever possible throughout the nation conduct a convenant service' in which 
ontrighr pacifists and near-pacifists (who are willing to fight only in case of unprovoked 
invasion of continental United States) will enter into a solemn agreement with each other'. 
4 tentative sample convenant is presented below. The nation-wide series of conferences 
and mass meetings during April-May and again in Otsober-LIovember v/ill pave the way for 
this national enrollment. Plans should also be made for conducting countless classes, 
forums, discussion groups, sermons, lectures, etc., prior to enrollment. 

Individuals should be given an option of signing an unqualified pacifist declaration or 
one which has reservations concerning actual invasion. Fy this menas the number of n 
churches, young people's societies, clubs, etc. participating can be trebled. This means 
that an even larger number of outright pacifist declarations will be secured than if the 
enrollment were confined to pacifists. Moreover, there is little likelihood that the 
United States will ever be subjected to an unprovoked invasion. 

For the covenant service the largest hall available should be secured—in Mew jfork City, 
for example, Madison Square Garden. Admission should be confined to persons who have 
secured an admission ticket by previously signing the covenant card. The mass effect of 
such an enrollment-say 15, 000 individuals in Madison Square Garden—would be far greater 
than could be secured from a dozen district enrollment meetings. Preparations for the 
enrollment should be conducted in churches, young peoples societies, colleges, trade 
unions, women's clubs, parent-teacher associations, luncheon clubs, fraternal orders, 
couraged to engage in an every-menber canvas for this purpose, and extensive house-to- 
house canvassing should be conducted. Delegations from small towns and rural communities 
within a radius of fifty miles should be invited to participate. 

When the fact is recalled that there are more than 60 communities in the United States 
with 15,000 at more inhabitants, the numerical possibilities of this enrollment stand out 
It is by no menas impossible to enroll half a million peace workers, asmay be seen from 
the following ratios:

Prior to the enrollment, detailed programs of peace action should be carefully prepared, 
with lists of specific loca.l projects in which individuals enrolled as peace workers may 
engage. Following the afternoon enrollment on November 8, delegates should return to 
tneir young people's societies, forums, discussion clubs, etc, for a report and inter¬ 
pretation of the significance of the national enrollment and to discuss plans of action. 
Sunday evening sermons should be devoted to this discussion. The enrollment is valuable 
only to the extent that it leads to peace action. 

A classified and annotated master list of peace workers should be assembled on a national 
scale as a result of tfcis enrollment an made available for national, local, and regional 
•- use. The potential political pressure inherent is incalculable. Here also is a vast 
resevoir of finance for the peace movement.

MINUTES; It was moved and carried that the October minutes be accepted as circu¬ 
lated with two corrections; that the name of Mildred Olmsted be added 
to the list of those present and that reference to the plans of Ruth Nichols should 
be marked as strictly confidential* 

CHAIRMAN? Ray Newton reported that the first choice of the Council for its Chairman 
could not accept the appointment, and that several members of the 
Council were in favor of continuing without a Chairman for the entire Campaign, but 
with a Chairman for each particular series of meetings. No action was taken. 

NATIONAL PEACE CONFERENCE; Nevin Sayre reported that the National Peace Conference 

had not acted upon the request of the International 
Peace Campaign for cooperation between the two groups, but in view of the many 
objections from member organizations of the National Peace Conference, it was assum¬ 
ed that such cooperation will be done through an ad hoc Committee and not through 
the National Peace Conference. No action was necessary. 

FINANCES; It was moved, seconded and carried that the financial report circulated 
by E A Schaal be approved as per the attached copy. Kirby Page report¬ 
ed visits to Columbus, Cleveland, Detroit, St Louis, Baltimore, Richmond, Pitts¬ 
burgh and Buffalo since the last Council meeting and during which he met with small 
groups of key people to discuss financial possibilities in such regional centers. 
Practically all groups felt the idea of opening area offices on the financial basis 
approved in the October meeting of the Council sound and feasible. Kirby Page re¬ 
viewed the agreement not to open any office until enough money had been raised in 
that region to underwrite it for two and one-half months and to send a similar sum 
to the national headquarters. 

LARGE MEETINGS; It was agreed that local Energency Peace Campaign committees should 
attempt to more accurately foresee the size of the audience for 
any meetings sponsored by the Campaign and endeavor to secure a hall to fit such 
needs. While the meeting held in Madison Square Garden was the second largest peace 
meeting ever held in the country, it was felt that the vacant sections detracted 
from the enthusiasm which would have been evident in a packed and over-flowing halL 
Discussion regarding the future use of Madison Square Garden was postponed until 
more facts were available. 

SPEAKERS BUREAU; Fred Atkins Moore circulated a report of the Speakers Bureau, a 

copy of which is attached to these minutes, and briefly outlined 
plans for the January and spring series of meetings. The report was adopted with 
a motion of appreciation for the work of the Secretary. 
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LEGISLATION: It was moved, seconded and carried, that a meeting he held in Phila¬ 

delphia on Saturday, November 28, to work out ways and means of makirg 
the program of the Emergency Peace Campaign more effective in terms of national 
legislation. It was suggested that reports he brought into that meeting for defin¬ 
ite and detailed recommendations on legislation, and ways in which the meetings 
might cooperate in making such legislation effective and possible. 

LOCAL FINANCES: .Sully Cooper Johnson asked that consideration be given to a concern 
of the Women's International League regarding the overlapping of 
financial resources in the Philadelphia area. A small committee appointed to dis¬ 
cuss the matter during the lunch hour recommended that the two groups mentioned 
above, the Fellowship of Reconciliation, the Committee on Militarism in Education, 
the National Council for Prevention of War, and the Peace Section of the American 
Friends Service Committee, should combine in the raising of a community chest for 
peace, the details of which should be worked out at a subsequent meeting with rep¬ 
resentatives of the above mentioned groups. It was moved, seconded and carried 
that such a plan be explored. 

WASHINGTON AREA: In response to questions raised by Mildred Olmsted, Warren Mullin 

and Dorothy Detzer, Kirby Page explained that the meeting held in 
Washington on November 12 was for the purpose of discussing Emergency Peace Cam- 
pain efforts in that area, and that it was not the thought to establish an office 
in Washington. 

NOFRONTIER NEWS SERVICE: Ray Newton reported the following recommendations of the 

small committee appointed to work out suitable arrange¬ 
ments between the Nofrontier News Service and the Emergency Peace Campaign: because 
it would be a real contribution to the peace movement to have an independent news 
sheet not of an organ nature, the committee recommends to the Council that the 
Emergency Peace Campaign appropriate $15,000.00 toward the work of the Nofrontier 
News Service for 1937 with the understanding that the Campaign would have a wider 
outreach in World Events than in the past, and that the news releases would have 
wider use. Furthermore, the committee recommended that the Emergency Peace Campaign 
should look upon the grant for work in 1936 as binding because of the funds for 
the Energency Peace Campaign which Devere Allen had raised from among his regular 
contributors. The recommendations of the committee were approved by the Council. 

REPORT ON ADMIRAL BYRD: All information regarding any connection with the Campaign 

which Admiral Byrd might have is to be held strictly con¬ 
fidential. Clarence Pickett reported that Richard Byrd was growing in his appre¬ 
ciation of what it meant to belong to the peace movement, but that he was not will¬ 
ing to say he would refuse to participate in war under any circumstances. Arthur 
Sulzberger of the New York Times advised Richard Byrd to become chairman of the 
spring series of meetings with the clear understanding that he must not commit him¬ 
self beyond what he would do in spirit. After considerable discussion of the impli¬ 
cations of such an attitude on the part of an Emergency Peace Campaign chairman, 
it was moved, seconded and carried that Richard Byrd be accepted as chairman of the 
No-Foreign-War Crusade of the Emergency Peace Campaign. 
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ORGANIZATION: Kirby Page read a letter from Dorothy Detzer in which she questioned 
whether the type of organization of the Emergency Peace Campaign was 
similar to that of the Rational Council for Prevention of Bar in which decisions 
are made by a few individuals, or similar to that of the Women s Internationa . 
League, in which decisions are made by the council. After considerable discussion 
it was moved, seconded and carried, that the matter be continued for d is cussion at 
the next meeting of the Council t 

NO-FORFIGN-WAR CRUSADE: The Fourth Cycle (to be called the No-Foreign-War Crusade) 

of the Emergency Peace Campaign was approved with the 
following revisions: It was moved, seconded and carried that in view of the decision 
of the Council to invite Richard E Byrd to become Chairman of the No-Foreign-War 
Crusade, that the conditions under which speakers were to be selected should be_elim- 
inated from the statement adopted by the Council at its last meeting, and tha in 
its place should be a statement to the effect that the speakers would be selected 
from among those persons in sympathy with the purpose of the Crusade. It was moved, 
seconded and carried that the re-wording of Point 1 of "The Purpose of the Crusade 
should be left with members of the staff in the light of the discussion of the 
Council. It was moved, Seconded and carried that Point 2 should be adopted as re¬ 
vised following the previous meeting of the Council. It was moved, seconded an _ 
carried that Point 3 should be eliminated as unnecessary in the light of the revised 
statement. The revised statement now reads: The No-Foreign-War Crusade seeks o: 


1. Afford an opportunity for those American citizens who are opposed to participation 
hy their government in wars waged in Europe or Asia and who wisn to declare their 
mature and resolute determination not to approve of or engage in any war waged by 
the United States on land and sea in those areas to do so; 

2. Advocate a revision by the American government of its military and naval .policy 
so that it will be restricted to the protection of the United States against 
invasion (many Quakers and other participants go further and oppose the entire 
system of armed preparedness for war); 

3. Provide an opportunity of education, legislation, enrollment and organizaifc ion o f 
the peace-minded people* In discussing ways and means of keeping out of war, 
emphasis will be given to: a) relieving economic tensions through world coopera¬ 
tion; b) securing and upholding adequate neutrality legislation; c) revising 
American military and naval policy. 


LABOR DIVISION: Nelson Cruikshank reported the progress of the Labor^Division. It 
was moved, seconded and carried that his recommendations for future 
activities be accepted as follows: To carry on an educational program, attempt to 
correlate the work of the Labor Division with the work of the local peace committies, 
and increase cooperation with the Labor Division of the National Council for Preven¬ 
tion of War. 


NATIONAL ENROLLMENT: It was moved, seconded and carried that the enrollment cards 

to be used in the spring Crusade should be revised along the 
lines adopted in the purpose of the No-Eoreign-War Crusade. It was moved, seconded 
and carried that the enrollment cards should carry a third position for those de- 
siring to work for peace, and that the final wording should be worked out by Kirby 
Page and Ray Newton.

PRELIMINARY REPORT on 1936 FALL MEETINGS 


This report of meetings held throughout the country this fall is not 
complete inasmuch as we still have not received full information from 
many cities so far as actual meetings are concerned. The total number 
of cities participating is quite accurate. 

The outstanding features may be summarized as follows: 

424 cities held meetings. 

1129 represents the minimum total number of individual meetings. 

168 cities of the 278 in which meetings were held last spring 
continued in the Campaign this fall. 

256 new cities held meetings for the first time, 

It will be noted that meetings were held in every state of the 
country. 

Outside of headquarters in Philadelphia and the regional offices in 
Los Angeles and Nashville, only five field workers were employed — one 
in New England, one in Ohio, two in California, and one in the Pacific 
Northwest. This fact is important in measuring the results obtained or 
the possibilities of larger results if more field work could have been 
done. 

A very large percentage of the meetings were of the 1 ready-made 1 
type. Some cities insisted upon holding mass meetings in October but 
usually without much success, owing to the political campaign plus lack 
of adequate promotion and with only single speakers with a very few ex¬ 
ceptions. We did not encourage such meetings, and in fact, emphasized 
using speakers in clubs, schools, colleges, etc. 

Most of the cities that have given us detailed reports upon the re¬ 
sults of meetings have expressed a large measure of encouragement and of 
determination to go forward. We legitimately conclude that the meetings 
this fall represent a decided gain over those of last spring and give 
promise of new strength in the ensuing phases of the Campaign. 

Already, programs for the winter meetings are being made and commit¬ 
tees are taking hold in a thoroughly satisfying way. 

The fundamental feature of the winter programs will be functional 
group conferences to be held preceding mass meetings. The plan for that 
is outlined in the attached bulletin, which we trust will be read care¬ 
fully by all interested in the Campaign. Criticisms and suggestions 
will be welcomed.

May I say frankly that I have the feeling that you appear 
to be leading the youth into a course of action in a field where 
most of them amy be supposed to have very little accurate informa¬ 
tion and where therefore they are not equipped to take intelligent 
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action and where the results may be serious both to the young 
people themselves and to society. 

While I do not wish to appear to be hurrying you, yet I 
should appreciate greatly your reply so that I might have your 
answer before the end of this week, and to expedite matters, I 
am sending this letter by air mail and am including addressed 
reply envelope requiring no prepaid postage.

Raymond returned yester¬ 
day morning from North Carolina 
where he was working in High Point, 
Durham, Guilford, and Raleigh on 
the Duke Institute of International 
Relations. 

Much of his time the past 
year, as associate secretary of 
the Peace Section of the American 
Friends Service Committee has been 
occupied with assisting with fac¬ 
ulty arrangements and. other prob¬ 
lems relating to the ten Institutes 
of International Relations held 
last summer. With the exception of Nashville, the Institutes are well on the way for 
1937 but Raymond hops off again next week for Chicago to meet with the Committee there. 

, We know already that the leadership from abroad for next summer will include 
T. Z. Koo, outstanding Chinese who returns from Australia for four Institutes; Rev, 
Leyton Richards from Birmingham, England; Pierre de Lanux, from Paris, for ten years 
Director of the League of Nations office there; Bertram Pickard, Secretary of the 
Friends International Center in Geneva; and probably Dr, Christian Lange from Nomay, 
recipient of the Nobel Peace Prize a few years ago* 

We certainly had a grand vaoation for two weeks in August down on the 
New Jersey Coast at Avalon which is about half way between Atlantio City and Cape May. 
The level sandy beaoh there is seven miles long, on the whole unoommercialized, and a 
splendid place for bathing — sun and sea — deep sea fishing (don't ask for all the 
details), crab fishing, rowing on the bay, and rest when you could get the mosquitoes 
to sign a truce.

As a diversion from the quiet seclu¬ 
sion of our cottage we, at various times, covered our sunburn with civilized olothing 
and ventured out to explore the board walks at Wildwood, Cape May, and Atlantic City, 
other nearby, more sophisticated vacation centers. 

There isn't space to summarize all the news of the year. Miriam visited 
Starwood, Buffalo, and Unadilla during the last week of June and early July, thus 
seeing all of her family. Raymond was in 
Morning Sun for a few days in September. 

Miriam looked in on the beginning of the 
Swarthmore Institute and attended the one, 
at Northwestern University, while Raymond 
went to the Institutes in Kansas at 
Bethel College; Grinnell, Iowa; North¬ 
western University at Evanston, and Nash¬ 
ville, Term.

The new offices of the Service Committee which house the Peace Section were 
opened in February and are certainly a delight. Sometime we would like to devote a 
whole letter to the Service Committee, and its various activities in search of relig¬ 
ious and moral truths and their application to the problems of today and tomorrow. 

This searoh has lead into experiments in social servioe, such as the rehabil¬ 
itation of the people in abandoned coal camps, and the placing of young people in 
settlement houses and oamps where they could have the experience of working in such 
situations for six or eight weeks. 68 were chosen from a long list of applicants for 
this work this summer. 



It has lead to experiments in developing non—violent techniques for meeting 
conflict situations and in seeking for a substitute for military servioe. To this 
end 190 young people did voluntary servioe in six Work Camps during July and August. 
The Peace Section has concentrated on training leadership for peace activities. Over 
1400 people were enrolled in the Institutes this summer which inoluded 223 Peace 
Volunteers who later spent eight weeks in teams carry ing on manifold peace activities 
in' twenty-three states under the Emergency-Peace Campaign. And in seeking to meet 
the deepening world orisis the launching of the Emergency Peace Campaign was sponsored 
in January to keep the United States from war. To promote world fellowship European 

centers are maintained in Berlin, Vienna, Paris and 
Geneva.

These represent but a portion of the activities of the Servioe Committee 
but they will help you to understand why life is so full and interesting. Eaoh week 
is crowded with its share of conferences, committee meetings, telephone oalls, letters 
coming and going, speaking engagements, requests for help in planning programs, or 
exhibits, oalls for peace literature, pamphlets, books or posters, or perhaps a trip 
north, south, east or west. 



Miriam worked at various things in the Servioe Committee early in 
the year, then in the Speakers Bureau of the Emergency Peace 
Campaign and later in the Peace Section with Raymond and his 
Secretary, Doris Sonneborn, and has found it all very exciting 
and absorbing. 

And now again we wish all our friends a very Merry Christmas and a 
prosperous and peaoeful 1937. We renew our invitation to you to 
oome to see the WilBon Wanderers Windup at the Mackley Houses,

I think it is all right for yon to miss the meeting here Saturday* I am a 

little afraid Dorothy may feel that her talking may be in vain unless you are

It is my opinion that we would do well to open 
up these offices on a $500 a month basis for January. What we do for February we 
could talk over when you get hack from California. The total, picture will be 
clearer then. I very much hope that you are able to pull $500 out of Detroit and 
St Louis. I would begin exploring personnel for those places. 

In my wire I suggested you see Willard Johnson and talk to him definitely about 
Pittsburgh, Kansas City and Chicago*, also, that you see Bob Engl is and see if he 
would get free. The feeling here is that Minneapolisswould be a good place for 
him, but that would depend on what you worked out for Madison. However, we cer¬ 
tainly could use him if he is willing to serve, 

I am going to try to see Galen Russel either Friday or the first of the week. 

If you run across anyone anywhere that you thin would be a good regional director, 
sell them the idea and let us know. 

Please let me loiow what the situation is in regard to Madison. 

Mrs Forbes, as you know from the telegram, has agreed to send you $1000 for your 
personal account. She said she was hoping to do this in about a week or so. I 
would be very much sururised if it comes in later than next week. She was very 
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happy to have her money go this way. I know it isn't much hut it will help, and 
you can see that I have not forgotten your personal difficulties. 

Regarding your being here Saturday, I want you to know that I would he perfectly 
hanpy to have you here. I do not think your feeling is accurate that things 
will go along smoother if you are not here. However, I do think it is important 
that you visit your mother and visit the cities you have suggested on your itinerary. 

I very much hope that you will he able to see Earhart. The Foundation may very 
well have been set up by the same Earhart that you hope to see. The exact name 
and title is "Earhart Foundation" Penobscot Building, Detroit, Michigan. The 
person who has sent me the questionnaire to fill out is James A ennedy, secret' ry 
of the Foundation. He belongs to the law firm of Dykema, Jones and Wheat, 2746 
Penobscot Building. We will do well to get $5000 from the Earhart Boundation. 

I have had a pretty good talk with Mrs Smith who is head of their investigation 
committee. $5000 is the most and that is not at all sure, therefore, I suggest 
that you proceed with Mr Earhart in terms of a personal gift, even if’it has to 
take the place of the Foundation's gift. We might he worse off if the Foundation 
gift had to take the place of his personal gift. However, you will have to pro¬ 
ceed as best you can. 

You will be interested to know that so fair in November we have taken in $18,352 
in cash and $42,200 in pledges for 1937* 

I very much hope you will keep me posted on developments.

At the present time I am working on the preparation 
of a booklet which will be used in the Young Peoples' work of our 
own church, designed to assist young people and ^.their leaders to 
develop small fellowships within our various Christian organizations 
for the purposes of spiritual fellowship and self-discipline. We 
are especially grateful to you for providing such excellent materials 
for us in such projects, and shall recommend them highly in our biblio¬ 
graphy . 


Ag you will recall, I have been desparately attempting 
to save January or February for a trip through the Pacific Northwest 
under the auspices of the Energency Peace Campaign. Yesterday I tried 
to see you but learned that you will not be in the office again for 
several weeks. I conferred with Fred Moore, therefore, and gave him 
my very reluctant message that it has been impossible for me to carry 
through our tentative plan. 

IJie situation is this; our Board of Christian Educa¬ 
tion is now making careful plans for a $10,000,000 Campaign to be 
staged in 1938 for the benefit of our work in Presbyterian Colleges 
and in University Centers. Because the University Work is my major 
responsibility with this Board, arrival of a member of the staff 

of Marta and Iundy to give his full time to this project has resulted 
in my being swamped with extra tasks. It has been difficult for me 
to decide whether it is more important to give a month now to speak¬ 
ing and organizing in the attempt to postpone a war conflict, or 
whether it is better to concentrate on the task of strengthening the 
work of our University Pastors. In the long run this latter is the 
fundamental job. % constant emphasis and regular mailing of all 
Emergency Peace Campaign materials, we are encouraging our sixty- 
five University Fh,store to work constantly with the Emergency Peace 
Campaign in their communities and regions. I am sure that you will 
be able to secure other ministers to fill your speaking engagements 
whereas there is no one else to help me in this other responsibility, 

I have discussed the matter with Fred Moore and he has 
made hie oea record of our coaversatioa.

Thank you very much indeed for your thoughtfulness 
in sending me a copy of your new book "Living Courageously." 

In a hurried glancing thru it the other evening 
it looks as though it would be a worthy partner for the fine 
series you began with "Living Creatively". I shall look forward 
to the opportunity very soon of reading the book carefully. 

1 have given a lot of consideration to our recent 
conversations with reference to the possibility of my devoting time 
to the Emergency Peace Campaign.

It seems tc me that the chairman himself should be able to 
sign whatever card Is sponsored by the movement, and, since I —" 
subject to call to duty by the government at any time, I would have 
to resign iqy commission as an Admiral in order to be able to sign 
such a card. The oath I took when I.got my commission would not 
allow me to refuse to obey the orders of the ^resident of the United 
States, who is ry Cceroander-In-Chief. It seems to me that a great 
many people will sign cards st;ting their determined resolution 
never to participate in any war, even one of defense. 

Without going into any further detail, I think you can 
see what I m getting at.

There is another matter about which I would like to find 
out* namely, Just what you m an by the revision of the American 
government’s military and naval policy, I don't see Just what 
Revision can be made in this polity.

In cases where a combined campaign is oeaduoted for the olty, regional, 
and national budgets, funds thus secured may be divided into three parts.

Ify dear Kirby: 

I am sending you, or rather holding for you cn the desk here, subject 
to your call, an indexed diary for 1937. I wish you a very Merry Christmas. 

Mary will send it to you in California or Philadelphia if you wish, or hold 
it here. 

Entirely on her own initiative, for I. did not know her, Margaret 
Campbell wrote in to me and asked if we could use $1,000 on the Farm. I told 
her we certainly could and as I was in Pittsburgh about that time, I went out 
and took dinner with her. She gave me her check for $1,000 and I can tell you 
it came at a time of very great need. I enclose my last report about the Farm. 
T/Vhen our pledges are paid in December and January we will have a $30,000 farm 
fully paid for and free from debt. Of the $20,000 Sam and I went out for in 
our two weeks 1 tour together, we have received about $13,000, enough to carry 
us through, say, the first quarter of 1937. The Farm is proving a real success 
and judging by the stream of distinguished visitors and their high praise, it 
seems to be significant. Tfllhen I spoke night before last to a highly cultured 
audience in Montgomery, Alabama, in my tuxedo, I was surprised to find that 
they already knew about the Farm and wanted to hear more about it. I am having 
as good a hearing in the South as in the North. 

I am prepared for the tour in January and February with Maude Royden. 

I shall not ask to leave early from Boston. You have not yet told me about the 
New York meetings, but I am assuming that I shall stay in the South after the 
first three days in March and go on to Florida, not returning to New York City, 
and I am making my plans accordingly. 

I may say confidentially that I have had to face a really grave financial 
situation here in the offioe. Jess borrowed $2,500 from my brother to carry on 
the office in my absence, without telling me about it in advance. I found myself 
snowed under with bills and unable to pay even ny rent for a time. I still owe 
a balance to the Eastman Kodak Company, the printers, the publishers and others. 

I have consulted Association Press with regard to our turning our literature over 
to them for handling. If they do this I can reduce our office space and will 
not need this large and expensive office at $1,800 a year. That will have to 
be decided in the next few days, but I will keep you informed. I must retrenoh 
on expenses, 

I wish you and all your family a truly happy Christmas. You deserve it 
if anyone does. You are doing a great work.

Before I ^ive my first address in the Peace Campaign, I want your very 
complete suggestions regarding the type of legislation we are to recommend for. 

Congress and what we are to ask the audience to do in order to.secure that legislation. 

I trust you will let me have this before I have to speak in Riiladelphia, on January 

7th, nw first engagement, I would like to have it in writing, but if the worst 

came to the worst, I would see you in person on the morning of the 7th in Philadelphia. 


mr troubles in finance have seemed to grow worse rather than better. I am 
unable to pay my bill at the publishers, but have asked Stanley Rinehart to separate 
all bills due to you for your books and due to me for my books and pamphlets. On the 
last bill to Eddy and Page they had entered $2,000 for your last book, but of course 
all of this will have to separated. It would be physioally impossible for us to 
pay this bill, and I am sure you did not intend it to be sent. 


Association Press is taking over all the literature, paying us one-third 
off of our list price on pamphlets like the one on war, listed at $6.00 per 100 
or 60 apieoe. This will mean that we lose on every one, but it will greatly cut 
down the over-head expense, which is what * cannot now carry. Onoe the literature 
is gone it reduces our naoessary office space and secretarial.help, W e lost money 
heavily all summer on the literature, having to pay for shipping it at the rate of 
$50.00 per month. I have told Harner that I oannot continue this large and expensive 
office at $1,800 a year, or $150.00 a month. 1 found quite a satisfactory office in 
your old building in the Vanderbilt Concourse, at $62,50 a month. Earner thinks. 

I can have a room now occupied by the Silver Bay Association (Herschleb), which is 
two floors above Sid Gamble, for $65.00 a month. It provides for one inside room 
and desk, and two desks for girls in the outside office, and a little outer reception 
room. He has asked the Committee to reduoe my rent on the present office, or part 
of it, until I can have the Silver Bay office.

I have sent the material as you requested 
to Mr. Taft, and herewith are the two bills which were 
introduced last year. You will realize, as Congress 
has not yet convened, we can only send you those of 
last year. 

I do not know whether the Administration will 
again introduce its bill (here called S-3474) or whether 
Senator Nye or Senator Clark will introduce theirs again 
in the same form. Senator Nye has not yet come back to 
Washington, and Senator Clarke only returned yesterday, 
so that I have not been able to consult with them; and the 
Administration will not as yet give us any information as 
to their action. But it can be presumed that they will be 
very much along the same lines. 

By the way. Senator Clark is back in town, and I have 
secured him for the luncheon meeting in Philadelphia on 
January 7th. 

Mrs. Roosevelt is going to be the guest of honor 
at our joint luncheon for Maude Royden on the 9th here, and 
I have just seen Francis Sayre, Assistant Secretary of State 
and it is possible that he will preside at that luncheon. 
This is still indefinite until next week.

Dear Kirby: 


Moore sent me a brief outline of Sherwood’s 
material on neutrality, as well as the outline furnished 
by the Campaign. That raises a rather difficult question 
for me, which we discussed briefly when you were here. 

As I told you, I am very much puzzled as to 
the proper neutrality policy. My feeling is that an 
absolute embargo in case of war simply will not work, and 
that the only way to stay out of war ultimately is to pre¬ 
vent war from breaking out. I believe, of course, that 
such measures should be taken to preserve real neutrality 
just as far as possible, but both by tradition and con¬ 
viction I have a great deal of sympathy with the effort to 
identify aggressors. On the other hand, I recognize the 
great difficulty involved, and as I said to you frankly I 
do not trust the gentleman in the White House to keep us 
out if it depends on his discretion. 

I know very little about the status either of 
the Emergency Peace Campaign or the National Peace Conference 
on this question. Clark Eichelberger talked to me a little 
when he was in Topeka last summer, and I understand he is 
going to send me some more suggestions. Before getting 
his views, however, I wanted to tell you of my own fix and 
ask for your suggestions also. I think there would be great 
advantages if all the peace groups could agree on a program. 
Certainly it would carry much greater weight with Congress 
and make our own meetings more effective. What do you think 
about that possibility?
